He was born sixty-egcht 
years agoin Brentwood, New Hampshire, and his 
early life was marked by the usual struggles of a 
young man Withgul Means or the backing of strong 
friends. He learned the trade of a blacksmith, and 
at the age of twenty or tweuty-oue he was following 
‘that avecation at Fort Pulaski. He was firsteleard 
of in connection with the Central railroad as a 
bridge contractor, and in 1549 made 
superintendent of the road. In 
1859 he became connected with the 
New Orleans ana Jackson and Great Northern road 
as president, but he became dissatisfied there, 
although he held the position for -séveral years. 
After the war Colonel Wadley was elected presideit 
of the Central railroad’ to succeed Mr.’ R, 
Culver, jhe second president of» the 
road. The first president of the road 
was Mr. W. W. Gordon, Colonel Wadley, as presi- 
dent of the Ceutral, has been successful to a degree 
that has secured for him a reputation surpassed by 
few ifany railroad presidents in this country. His 
career has been asuccession of successes, and be has 
never been known to fail in any undertaking. 
lie was aman of iron will and invincible deterini- 
nation, and among those who knew him his word

Colonel Wadley owned 
a magnificent place at Bolingbroke, which is 
noted for its modern improvements. He had about 
1,500 acres of very fine land ina very high state of 
cultivation, and has grown enormous crops there. 
As to his fortune but little can be said. It ie not 
known how much he was worth, but it is said that 
he was in comfortable circumstances. 

About a year ago Colonel Wadley’s health began 
to failand in fact he has not been in good heaith 
since he was kicked by. a horse several years ago. 
Lately he has not shown that invincible power of 
will which characterized the greater part of 
his life. and au few weeksago he wasin consul- 
tation with a prominent New York physician, who 
pronounced his trouble dyspepsia aud not heart 
disease as it was generally supposed to be. He was 
ndvised to go to Saratoga, where he went and 
where his death oceurred.

Bradlev, Rufus King, Alexander R. Lawton 
and Henry Hitchcock favoring for the pur- 
pose mentioned the establishment of inter- 
mediate courts of appeal in the several cir- 
cuits. The minority report signed by Ed- 
ward J. Phelps, Cortland ; x Parker, Wil- 
liam M. Evarts and R: T. Merrick, 
proposes among other things, a division 
of the supreme court into two or myore sec- 
tions for the hearing of causes _ their 
docket, except such as should ZO vefore the

t. No judge to sit upon review of 
his own decision, and the causes not to be 
distributed by their subject, but according to 
the discretion of the court under such regu- 
lations for the dispatch of business as they 
may deem expedient.

LAC Rosse, August 10.—An_ interesting dis- 
covery bas been made in cornection with the 
will of the late ex-Governor C. C. Wasliburn, 
which ill tosay the least, defer fora num- 
ber of ears the carrying out of some of the 
beques's, if it does not actually lead tga con- 
test of the document by some of the nearer 
re atives of the deceased. One of the first 
provisions of the will was that the executors 
should spenisuch sums of money as might 
be necessury to secure the comfort of the 
widow of the testator, who 1s insane and in 
tin eastern asylum. [The executors weregiven 
full power to spend 
thought necessary, and no further provision 
was made for her. According to the provis- 
ions of the will the large bequests to relatives 
and for charitable purposes were to be carried 
out, and ihe remaining property was to be 
divided into two equal parts, one of which 
was to go to the dauyaters of the deceased and 
the other to his brothers and sisters. It now 
appears that aceording to the laws of the state 
of Minnesota the widow became on the death 
of Mr. Washburn the absolute owner of one- 
third of the estate in that state. As Minne- 
sota contains four-fifths of the property of the 
deceased, inbeludinys the larze flouring mills 
and other interesis, the removal from the 
estate of the dower will greatly reduce the 
residuary interest.. A guardian has been ap- 
pointed for the widow, who will attend to her

COTTON ADVANCING RAPIDLY IN 
CONDITION, 


But Too Much Moisture, Added to Bollwormths and 
| Caterpillers, ere Yet in the Way—Wheat’Prom- 
' ise8 to be Bouxrt ful Both in this Country 


‘and-in Burope—The Averages. 


WASHINGTON, August 10.—Lhe August crop 
returns to the department of agriculture is the 
work of about six thousand correspondents. 
They give estimates covering the entire pro- 
ducing data of over fifieen hundred of-the 
principal agricultural counties of the United 


now growing. The condition df cotton ‘has 
improved during the past month. The gen- 
eral average has advanced from 92 to $4. This 
is higher ‘by three-fourths than im August 
1879, and lower by eight than the August 
averaye of 1350. It is also two points lower 
than at the date in 1875, and ;one lower than 


in 1878, but it is higher than in five other 
years since 1872. The averdge condition of 
cach state is as follows: '

lina 93, Georgia ¥4, Ilorida 87, Alabama 99, 
Missis3ippi D1, Louisiana’ 93, Texas 100, Ar- 
‘kansas 96, Tennessee 86.5 Oniy North Caroli- 
na; Florida and Loujsiana show a decline.

There is no injury from 
drought except in @ slight degree ina few 
districts in Texas. In the northern and east- 
ern divisions of that state there has been an 
excess of rain, causing a loo Vigorous growth 
of the stalk, a delay in fruizing and some- 
times a sheddifg of the “bolls. In the 
entire cotton belt there is re- 
ported an excess of moisture in- 
jurious in proportion to the retentativeness 
of the soil. This cause accounts for the coui- 
parative lew condition in North Carolina, 
where it is deemed too Jate for recuperation: 
Rust begins to appear in the districts where 
the rains have been in excess, but without 
damage as yet. The caterpillar has made its 
appearance in all the states of the Gulf coast, 
and though no injury has resulted, many ap- 
prehensions of future loss are expressed. The 
boll-worm is also mentioned in several 
A large number of returns are highly favor- 
able, prophesying a crop as large as the land 
can produce or bear. 

THE WHEAT PROSPECT. 

The wheat returns of August relate to the 
spring variety. Its condition is highcr than 
for several years. While it was &S8 in L580 and 
I881, and Is79and 1880, itis now WY, against 
lOO lastimonth, Itis somewhat late. but was 
nearly ready fog harvest at the date of thi 

There are some indications of rus 
in parts of Minnesota. In north- 
‘crop is held to be the hest since 
je returns from Dakota and Nebraska 
areextreinely favorable. The general average of 
the principal states are as follows: Wiseonsin 
99, Minnesota 98. Iowa 94, Dakota 99, Nebras 
ka 103, Colorado 95. It is quite probable that 
the product of winter wheat and spring wheat 
without loss by sprouting will slightly exceed 
500,000,000 bushels, but the extravagant esti- 
mates which assume i5 to 20 per cent more 
are wild assumption, needlessly tending to 
reduce the price of wheat in ithe hands of 
farmets.

WHEAT ABROAD, 

Special Agent Moffat, of the department of 
agriculture, cables from London to-day that 
wheat in England promises an average crop of 
good quality. In France a medium crop, 
slightly damaged by rain andis in the bloom- 
ing period. In Germany the recent ieavy 
Fains have deteriorated the quality of a fairly 
abundant product. In Russia and Austria an 
average crop, and in Hungary fifteen percent 
above the average will be made. The Euro- 
pean market is favorable for a medium 
product with some reduction in%quality. 

The condition of corn-in Europe is repre- 
sented by 83 as against 77 lust vear. At this 
date in 1881 the effect of the drought was seen 
in the reduction of 13 points in the general 
condition during July, fothlowed by the-great- 
er deterioration in August. .At the present 
time it 3s favorable. for further improve- 
ment in most of the — states. The

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The Vellow Fever in New Orleana—Precautions in 
Mem phin. 

New OrtEaNs, August 10.—Malachia Eng- 
lund, a carpenter thirty years of age, a native 
of Finland, arrived here from Cardiff.on May 
2ist. He boarded at 85 North Poter street, 
near where Forbes, with an imported case of 
vellow fever, took sick. Englund was taken 
sick on the night of the 8th. On the morring 
of the 9th he was sent-to the charity bospital. 
The medical authorities this évening agree 
that the man has a mild case of vellow fever, 
and the president of the board of health has 
reported it asa miid sporadic’ case, 

MeMPuHis, August 10:—Beginning Friday, 
the taxing district authorities Will have an 
inspector on all the trains cofnjng from the 
southwest into Menaphis, toAnsure the com- 
niunity against the advent of any infected 
passengers trom .Matamoras or Brownsville, 
Texas, or from any infected port. 

VIRULENT SMALL-POX. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Augtest 10.—Five cases of the 
most Violent typé of small-pox have been dis- 
covered in a family named Lund, in the vil- 
lage Of Stancbfield, Isanti county, this state. 
Two childred died a ‘few days ago, and it is 
believed that none of the five now sick,will 
recover, A:local. board of health has been or- 
ganiged by the state board of health. Lund’s 
house has been quarantined, and all the in- 
habitants of the neighborhood are being vac- 
cinatedy : 

THE DISEASE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

WASHINGTON, August 10.—The national 
board of health has received the following fe- 
port from Dr. Waltred Nelsen, formerly a 
member of the board of health at Panama, 
dated July 28, 1882: 

“As anticipated by me, the sickness and 
death rate in our sister city (Colon, Aspin- 
wall.) isdaily increasing. Fever, as the canal 
officiais call it, sweeps away not only laborers 
and strangers, but officials of the canal com- 
pany as weli. Asa case in point,Mr. Montel, 
‘sans chef,’ breakfasted here on Tuesday last, 
and died last evening (Thnrsday) of ‘malig- 
nant fever,’ so called. (Malignant yekow 
feyer fast enough.) The lady superior of the 
hospital there (canal) died also last night. To- 
night the death of the Roman Catholic cure is 
also reported, as well as the sickness with yel- 
low fever of the superior chief of the canal 
company, all in Colon; Aspinwall. Colon 
to-duy has a population estimated at 3,500. 
Say there are also 2,300 laborers and canal of- 
ficers. This isa total pf 6,000 people.. They 
are at present dying at the rate of 100 a month 
—l,2u0 avear, If it keeps on, in five years 
the last individual would die. The nativesin 
numbers are dying of fever. The ever in- 
creasing tlith of the city is ascribed the 
cause. New cases of small-pox appear in this 
city from,time to time, deaths also from yel- 
low fever among the unacé¢limated.”’ 

Another feport from Chiclayo, Peru, says 
that from the commencement of the vellow 
fever epidemic in February last to the date of 
writing (July 7), when it terminated com- 
pletely, it Caused over 300 deaths among’the 
Chilian soldiers out f atotal of 650. Among

New York, August 10.—A special to the 
Herall from Nottingham, England, gives a 
gossipy interview with Mrs. Langtry, who 
has been playing in that place in the role of 
‘‘As You Like It.’’ Thecorrespondent found 
her at the George hotel, robed in a handsome 
red dress, with long and liuxuriant hair fall- 
ing below her waist. She apologized for 
receiving him en dishabille, hoped he would 
not mind if she sat with her back to the fire 
to dry her hair, which had just been washed, 
and remarked with a bewitching ‘smile: 

‘‘Now interview me, please. Whatdo you 
want me. to Say?” 

He suggested that anything she might be 
pleased to say would be interesting to Ameri- 
can readers—her' views on the Egyptian ques- 
tion or the recent scenes in the house of com- 
mons, for instance. | 

“As to the Egyptian question I have noth 
ing to say, for 1 eschew politics, and as for the 
house of commons | can’t for the life of me 
help comparing it to a theater. The per- 
formances are given every evening during the 
season with a matinee on Wednesdays, and 
the bill is changed as often as the managers 
can do so to the satisfaction of the public. 
‘Egypt’ is having a good run just now, but 
‘Ireland’ has not been taken permanently off 
the boards.

“Well, l went to London and was brought 
out by my friends Among the mosten 
thusiastic of these was Mr. Frank Miies, the 
artist. I learned afterward that he saw me 
one evenin, ata theater and tried in vain to 
discover who I was.

THE ARREARS BILL. 


it Passes the Mouse of Lords and Gees tothe Queen, 

Lonpon, August 10.—The News under- 
stands that at a meeting of peers yesterday at 
Which Sir Stafford Northeote was present, it 
was décided to abandon the tirst amendment 
to the arrears bill. the News understadds 
that the autumn session of parliament will 
begin on the 24th of October. 

In the house of lords to-day Lord Carling- 
ford, lord __ privy seal, moved -the 
adoption of the amendment of 
the house of commons to the house 
of lords amendments tothe arrears bill. Lord 
Salisbury said the object of his amendment 
to the bill was to provide against injury to 
the landlords who had solvent tenants. He 
believed, he said, the bill wasa public blun- 
der, and it would not be the final measure: 
A bifl without a provision requiring the 
as-ent of the landlord would be most perni- 
cious and an act of simple robbery. The 
peers, he added, who assented in passing his 
amendments, considered it not advisable to 
reject the bill. He therefore would 
not challenge a_ division. He also 
stated that a meeting of conservative 
peers at his residence to-day, decided by an 
overwhelming majority that considering 
affairs in Irelandand in Egypt, it was not ex- 
pedient to reject the arrears bill. He said be 
was not of that opinion, but he found himself 
inasmall minority. All the amendments of 
the house of commons to the arrears bill 
were then acquiesced in without division. 
The ,ear| of Limerick and the marquis of 
Watgiurd recorded their protests. 

In the house of commons this- evening Sir 
Charies Wilke, under foreign secretary, 
stated that the porte had submitted 
to the English government adraft of a pro- 
clamation supporting the authority of the 
khedive and denouncing Arabi Pasha. by 
name. 

In the house of commons Mr. Gladstone 
stuted that Admiral Seymour has given the 
khedive distinct assurances relative to the 
intentions of the government.

Escape of Five Prisoner’, Subsequent Recapture of 


Three, One of Whom, Charged with Rape, is 
Taken Out by the People and Lynchcd~ 
History of the Crime, Etc., Exc.

Newnan, August 10.—On Tuesday five pris- 
mers broke out of jail. The prisoners were 
out of their cells and pressed open the iron 
bars in the jail window, made a rope out of 
their blankets, descended to the ground and 
in this way escaped.

Last night a numberof armed men. reputed 
by several witnesses to consist of fifty or sixty 
men, broke into tht jail and took the negro 
who had been recaptured, whose name was 
Alex Brown, and carried him up the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad and hung him to the 
bridge in front of Colonel’Wilcoxon’s resi- 
denee. Various romors are afloat this morn- 
ing as to whether the crowd was from Camp- 
bell county or not. But the general Opinion 
is that most of the men were from Campbell.

An gnnoeent Man Murdered by a Negro Meob—Four 
Negroes Killed in the Consequent Rict. 

From the Eastman Times, 

On Sunday last Mr. James ( Harvard, a 
son of Mr. Quinn L. Harvard, of , Cochran, 
and about twenty years of age, was brutally 
murdered by drunken negro brutes in East- 
man. Messrs. Buchan and Harrell, the mar- 
shal and deputy marshal of Eastman, arrested 
Jake Johnson, charged witn stealing a watch. 
e shot 
atand killed. The negroes became furieus 
and started out in search of Buchan and Har- 
rell, The negroes got after young Harvard, 
who was in DQ way connected with the arrest 
Oorits after consequences, and it: is suid that 
he was pointed out as the one who did 
the shooting. They _ fired young 
Harvard, who took refuge at Mr. Wright Har- 
rell’s. The negroes tore down the fencingand 
entered Mr. Huarrell’s house, and dragged Mr. 
Harvard out, beating him, when a negro 
walked up‘and put his pistol to Mr. Harvard’s 
head: and fired, killing him near the gate of 
Mr. Harreil’s yard. The drunken mob swore 
they would burn down Mr. Harrell’s house if 
‘Harvard was not delivered up. It issaid that 
Mr. Thompson, the Methodist minister, with 
great tact and coolness, had about succeeded 
in quellingthe disturbance when a furious 
woman began crving out, “Kill him; he kill- 
ed my sister’s son.” After young Harvard 
had been shot through the face and in the 
arm, he was dragged into the = street 
and his head beaten into a pulp with heavy 
scantlings in the hands of the brutes. A 
negro man who knew Mr. Harvard, threw 
hisarms around him and plead for his life, 
but the mob was lost to all reason, and no 
argument or assurance had any ettect on the 
brutes. The conductors of the excursion 
trains had a severe trial in keeping under 
control the mob that boarded the trains, It 
is said that for several hours the town of 
Kastman was completely under the control 
‘of a mob of about five hundred drunken ne- 
groes, and that all manner of insults and in- 
dignities were heaped upon the white citizens. 
All sorts of rumors are rife of a threat- 
ened attempt to ~ rescue’ the par- 
ticipants in this dreadful riot, fifteen 
or sixteen of whom are under arrest. Fifty 
men of ourtown are ready to move at a 
moment's notice and over a hundred will 
vo if necessary. Mayor Dyches wired Mayor 
Sapp that Hawkinsville’ would’ respond to 
any eall made upon her. Many or the cit- 
izens of Cochran have’ gone down to East- 
man to aid in the preservation of peace and 
order,.- In this disgraceful outbreak, in which 
young Harvard lost his fife, four negroes 
were killed.

DETAILS OF THE NORTHEASTERN 
RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


—* 


The Happy Throng on the Outward Trip—The Festivi 
ties at Tallulah—On the Return Home—The 
Jump Off the Track, the Consequent 
Confusion and the Result. 


From the Athens Barmer-Waitchman. 

Never did a gayer band of tourists leave 
Athens than the Pioneer excursion on Mon- 
day morning last. Besides the band and other 
attaches to the occasion upwards of 350 took 
passage at Athens on the train,-and before it 
reached Lula the number was swelled to over 
500. Nothing had been left undone to add to 
the pleasure of the trip, and every one on 
board seemed to lend their aid toward com- 
| pleting the success of the occasion. At every 
station the band discoursed delightful music, 
and we saw in the faces of those we left be- 
hind us regret that they could not attend. 
Happy crowds of; young men and ladies flit- 
ted from coach to coach, brightening all with’ 
their smiles and radiant faces Occasionally 
some warbler would start up some popular 
Song, that was instantly taken up by othegs, 
‘and the train rendered tor some time a moving 
concert. The train was composed of ten cars, 
five very large coaches that were in front, four 
of the side-seated boxes ‘that were used to 
carry passengers for Atlanta to the cotton ex- 
position—still containing the old advertising 
card of the glass hen, etce.—and the fruit car. 
Tallulah was reached about 1 o;clock, most of 
the excursionists walking to the falls from the 
railroad terminus. The first thing on hand 
was dinner, friends lumping baskets and add- 
ing a regular picnic to thelother pleasures of 
the day. This meal dispatched, the various 
points of interest at the falls were visited, the 
excursionists forming in squads, perhaps to 
meet again at some striking point of irrterest. 
At’ half-past. four the Pioneer band gave a 
concert from the Devil’s Pulpit, which was 
grandly sublime, the notes echoing for miles 
up and down the chasm.

THE RRTURN TRIP: 

At seven they were again proliiptly at-the 
railroad Were SUon steitiiing homeward, 
perhaps the happtest throng of pleasurers that 
ever took passage from ourcity. Again gongs 
werewin order, and mutual congratulations 
over the: joys of the day—all uniting in pro- 
nouncing it the happiest day they had ever 
spent—not a single thing occurring to mat the 
pieasures of thetrip. Clarkesville was reached, 
where a brief halt was made, and after it was 
passed the excursionists seemed by one con- 
sent to prepare to enjoy themselves the re- 
mainder of the ride. The young people had 
gathered in squads*and were chatting and 
passing jokes; the old ladies had made ¢hem- 
selves coinfortable with wraps, and were pleas- 
ingly. looking on;, the ‘mothers had tucked 
their sleepy little enes away, for the night; 
and were drinking in the bracing meuntain 
air, It was the happiest. s¢eme .our eyes had 
ever rested Upon. Theoyweiter was in thie 
coach next te the ae mot more® than two 
seats from the door that lead out to same, 
and was standing im tke middie of the aisle 
talking to some friends. He_had just taken 
supper with Mrs. Hetry Beusse, and had gone 
to the cooler for the purpose of gettirig some 
water, and had Jingered. 

DOWN THE EMBANKMENT, : 

At this fearful and unexpected instant the 
horrible accident occurred. We had passed 
the Clarkesville depet about two and a half 
miles and had reached’ Mud Hazel creek, a 
little stream that is .spannea by avery tall 
trestle, with thirty feet embankments of dirt 
leading thereto. Without a moment's warn- 
ing, when but a few feet from.the bridge, the 
heavy Air-Line engine -that drew the train, 
in making the shurp curve here crushed one 
of the small bars as if it was a pipe-stem, 
leaping into the fearful chasm below, a com- 
plete wreck. The next coach, upon which 
the writer was riding, ran past the engine 
upon the cross-ties, where itin tine leaped 
down the embankment, falling. against the 
engine at the bottom, that complete- 
ly crushed in its sides, This 
coach turned twice in the descent, 
and when stopped rested with its bottom up 
the hill. The next coach was of light pire, 
and it was dragged aftér the first, turning over 
in tts descent, to be again straightened up as 
its end collided with the first, completely 
crushing itin. The third also fell from the 
track, its end once rearing high into ‘the air, 
but to again settle into a not very dangerous 
position, inclined down the embankment, 
frightfully on one side. The fourth coach 
also jumped the track, but being held by a 
Miller coupling, kept from going down the 
embankment. Fortunately the other boxes 
remained upon the rails, but the inmates 
were fearfully shaken up by the shock, even 
the last box, occupied by Mr. Jester, jarring 
so bad as to knock his fruitand confectione- 
ries into a heap. 

THE HORROR OF THE SCENE.

THE EXTENT OF THE INJURIES, ¢ 

With the exception of the engineer, hap- 
pily none of the injuries were fatal. Why 
nearly every inmate of the first coach was not 
killeel we cannot surmise, The tender and 
portions of the engine were driven entirely 
through the sides of the coach, right in 
among the passengers. It is fortunate that 
the full volume of the steam did not escape 
in the direction of the coach, or none could 
have been left alive. For forty yards by the 
side of the hill the trees and bushes wete 
scalded with tue steam. The prompt manner 
in which the doors and windows were broken 
open letin the fresh air and saved the in- 
nates froma horrible death by steam and sufto- 
cation. It was scarcely nine o'clock when 
the accident bappened, and we never saw a 
sadder night. Fires were kindled, and col- 
lected around them were groups of friends 
dressing the wounds of some sufterer. One 
of the eoaches had been turned into a hos- 
pital, in which the most dangerously wounded 
had been placed under the care of Dr. Harde- 
man, Of Harmony Grove, the only physician 
on the train. He was untiring in his efforts. 
Few of the excursionists had brought along 
wraps, and many of them suffered from the 
cool mountain air. Hardly an eye closed 
that night. The scenes around us, and the 
narrow escape we had just made, were too 
trying upon the nerves to think of slumber. 
The site of this catastrophe was. gloomy. 
was beside a dreary looking branch, in a bleak 
forest, with no Louse in view. There was no 
more singing, nO more laughter. It seemed 
as if some evil fairy had suddenly touched 
with her wand a scene of joy and turned it 
into a place of sorrow.

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THE NEW FRENCH MINISTRY. 

M. Desire Frederic le Blond, the new French pre- 
mierand minister of justice, is a famous lawyer, 
and was born in Paris in May, 1812. His early 
career was devoted principally to the practice of 
his profession, but in 1843, during the revolution, 
he acted as substitute forthe procureur-general of 
the court of appeals in Paris, and was elected a 
member of the assembly. In that body he sustain- 
ed the course of General Cavaignac. but made little 
opposition to the government of Louis Napoleon. 
Retiring from politics, he resumed his place at the 
bar. On the downfall of the empire in Sep- 
tember, 1870, he was made procureur-gen- 
eral, and was elected to the national. assem- 
bly for the department of the Marne. He be- 
came aleader and the president of the faction 
known as the republicrn left, and voted forall the 
projected laws and measures for the definitive es- 
tablishment ofa republican form of government. 
Pefeated for the senate in 1876, he was electeda 
member of the chamber of deputies from. Rheims, 
and in Jauuary, 1579, he hecame a member of the 
senate from the department of the Marne. M. Le 
Blond has been one of the more censistent republi- 
cans in France, and has ever been an advocate of 
reforms in thé method of goverument which he has 
deemed necessary to -bring it into thorough har- 
mouy with republican instity tions. 

M Deville, the new minister of the interior, is a 
rising young lawyer, only thirty-six years of age. 
In 1877 Be ¢ efeated M Raoul Duval for the assem- 
bly at Demviers. In February, 1579, he was made 
under secretary for the interior. at the head of 
which department he 1s naw placed. 

ma Devaux, the new minister of public instruc- 
tion, is a successfui advocate and is sixty-three 
years of age He did not enter publi¢ life until 
1576, when he was elected to the chamber of depu-
